Reference  your  letter  to  Mr.  Ron  Bonar  dated  February  12,  1973,  requesting 
status  on  your  petition  for  paving  Clermont  Avenue  and  the  petition  for  vacating 
Fleetwood,  please  be  advised  as  follows: 

(l)  Street  paving  plans  for  Clermont  Avenue  are  approximately  65%  complete.  A 
letter  has  been  submitted  to  the  Water  Pollution  Control  Engineering 
Department,  requesting  storm  sewer  design  for  the  project,  with  the 
stipulation  that  the  storm  sewer  design  be  returned  to  the  Street  Engineering 
Department  by  March  15,  1973.  A letter  is  being  submitted  to  Electrical 
Engineering  Department,  requesting  street  lighting  plans,  layout  details,  etc., 
to  be  returned  to  the  Street  Engineering  Department  by  March  15,  1973.  Upon 
receipt  of  the  storm  sewer  design,  and  street  lighting  design,  all  the 
information  will  be  forwarded  to  the  Board  of  Public  Works  for  a public  hearing, 
hopefully  to  be  held  about  the  first  week  of  April.  After  the  public  hearing, 
it  is  estimated  8 to  10  weeks  before  construction  will  start,  which  should  be 
the  last  week  of  May  or  first  week  of  June,  1973. 


(2)  The  vacating  of  Fleetwood  Avenue  has  been  held  in  the  Street  Engineering 
Department,  until  such  time  that  the  paving  of  Clermont  has  been  completed. 

If  you  will  recall  our  meeting  with  your  association,  in  the  summer  of  1972, 
the  property  owners  abutting  Fleetwood  specifically  requested  the  vacation  be
